ing for the kidnapers. 
The at to r ­ 
ney admitted th a t the stationery was 
identical with his , but denied k n o w ­ 
ledge of the w riting of the letters. 
W hen the defense begins the pre­ 
s e n ta t io n of its evidence to refute 
th e s t a t e ’s charge th a t Mrs. M cPher­ 
son, prepared false evidence to su p­ 
port 'h er f&ke kid napin g story, the 
evangelist herself is expected to take 
the witness tfland in self defense. 
The state has rested its case.

The lowly potato is an Important 
source of vitamine B—the unti-neu- 
ritie vitamine, whose lack causes the 
disease known as beri-beri. According 
to F. J. Lyman and Inez Blystone of 
the laboratory of applied chemistry 
at Ohio university this essential ele­ 
ment is distributed about uniformly 
throughout the potato and Is stable 
both 
during 
cooking 
and 
storage. 
Measured in calories, the white po­ 
tato furnishes about 12 per cent of 
the American dietary. 
Mr. Lyman 
and Miss Blystone have conducted a 
series of experiments in which they 
have 
found 
that 
rats 
throw 
and 
grew at a normal rate on a diet con­ 
taining as much as 80 per cent pota­ 
toes. 
When put on a diet of only 40 
per cent potatoes from which other 
foods containing vitamine B were ex­ 
cluded the rats showed a rapid de­ 
cline in condition, which disappeared 
as soon as a sufficient quantify of vita­ 
mine B was again supplied.

Sard o n yx Alto Asso ciated 
With Relig io n. 


The sardony x, the natal stone for 
Aug ust, is the g em of self-control. 
It 
is sy mbolic of matrimonial bliss, and 
according to ancient belief, g irt« born 
in Aug ust will never marry If they 
fail to wear this stone. 
The sardony x 
is under the 
heavenly I« eo of the 
Zodiac, the sig n of sensation and feel­ 
ing . and to It Is attributed the power 
of banishing g rief and woe. 
As late 
as the Middle ag es sardony x was used 
as u remedy fur scrofula and other 
skin diseases, and even today it la 
employ ed In Persia as a cure for 
epilepsy . 
This stone was first made fashion­ 
able in Rome by Keipio Afrlcanus, t|# * 
elder, two centuries before Christ, 
who, It Is said, believed In its spirit­ 
ual 
virtue. 
Throug hout 
its history 
sardony x has been associated with re­ 
lig ion, for It wns one of the stones 
in the breastplate of the ancient He­ 
brews and is mentioned in Revela­ 
tions us forming a part of the foun­ 
dation of the holy city . 
The auclent 
Eg y ptians carved from this stone the 
sacred scarab, which was a sig n of 
Ihelr relig ion, much lu the same way 
us the cross Is the sy mbol of Chris­ 
tianity . 
Sardony x Is a variety of chalcedonlc 
q uurtz composed of different colored 
lay ers. 
In Its commonest form It ex­ 
hibits sard, reddish brown lu color, 
alternating with white chalcedony , the 
latter 
formerly 
called 
ony x. 
This 
stone, however, uot Infreq uently dis­ 
play s as muuy as four or live colors, 
and by artificial processes lasting aud 
pleasing color effects may be had in 
tin* various shades of y ellow, red, 
brown and oraug e. 
This artistic dls 
play of colors makes It hig hly desir­ 
able for cameo manufacture, since the 
different lajers are utilised appropri­ 
ately in the finished eng raving . 
Many 
of the famous cameos of history are 
out from this stono. 
In olden limes 
the req uirements for a hig h g rade sar- 
douy x cameo was a black base for hu­ 
mility , a white lone for virtue and a 
lay er of red or brown for fearlessness, 
but many of the latter cameos cut In 
tills stone display as many ss five dif­ 
ferently colored zones. 
Tho larg est 
known sardony x cameo, a five-lay er 
stone, 12 by 10 Inches, was formerly 
In the possession of Cardinal fur- 
peg na, but Is now In the Vatican at 
Rome. 
The famous Salute Chapelle, 
11 by 13 Inches, the second larg est 
sardony x cameo, was also a five-lay er 
stone. 
This cameo, now In tho Blbllo- 
theq ue Natlonale at Tarls, was long 
thoug ht to ty pify the triumph of Jo­ 
seph in Eg y pt and was reg arded as a 
sacred relic. 
Perhaps 
the most 
famous 
stone 
cameo In history was a sardony x upon 
which Queen Elizabeth’s portrait was 
cut. According to tradition, this cameo 
was set iu the famous ring which she 
g ave the earl of Kssex as a pledg e of 
her friendship. 
When sentenced to 
death, Essex sent this ring to his 
cousin, Lady Scroop, to deliver to 
Elizabeth. 
By mistake the messeng er 
g ave the ring to Lady Scroop’s sister, 
Countess Notting ham, an enemy of the 
e u rl; the veng eful countess did not de­ 
liver the tallsmanlc ring and in cen- 
seoueuce the fated earl was executed. 
The Countess Notting ham confessed 
this act of veng eance to i'Uzabeth 
when the couutess was on her death­ 
bed. which, according to the chron­ 
iclers of Elizabeth’s Ufa history , so 
infuriated the q ueen that she shook 
the dy ing uoblewomau, say ing , “God 
may forg ive y ou, but I cannot."

GEM CALLED ENEMY 
OF GRIEF AND WOE 


Sardonyx Aho As&ociated 
With Religion. 


The sardonyx, the natal stone for 
August, is the gem of self-control. 
It 
is symbolic of matrimonial bliss, and 
according to ancient belief, girls born 
in August will never marry if they 
fail to wear this stone. 
The sardonyx 
is under the heavenly Leo of the 
Zodiac, the sign of sensation and feel­ 
ing, and to It Is attributed the power 
of banishing grief and woe. 
As late 
as tile Middle ages sardonyx was used 
us a remedy for scrofula and other 
skin diseases, and even today it is 
employed In Persia as a cure for 
epilepsy. 
This stone wus first made fashion­ 
able in Rome by Scipio Africanus, th*? 
elder, two centuries before Christ, 
who, It is said, believed in its spirit­ 
ual 
virtue. 
Throughout 
its history 
sardonyx bus been associated with re­ 
ligion, for It was one of the stones 
in Hie breastplate of the ancient He­ 
brews and is mentioned in Revela­ 
tions us forming a part of the foun­ 
dation of the holy city. 
The ancient 
Egyptians carved from this stone the 
sacred scarab, which was a sign of 
their religion, much in the same way 
us the cross is the symbol of Chris­ 
tianity. 
Sardonyx Is a variety of chalcedonic 
quartz composed of different colored 
luyers. 
In Its commonest form it ex­ 
hibits surd, reddish brown in color, 
alternating with white chalcedony, the 
latter 
formerly 
called 
onyx. 
This 
stone, however, not Infrequently dis­ 
plays us many as four or five colors, 
and by artificial processes lasting and 
pleasing color effects may be had In 
the various shades of yellow, red, 
brown and orange. 
This artistic dis 
play of colors makes it highly desir­ 
able for cameo manufacture, since the 
different luyers are utilized appropri­ 
ately in the finished engraving. 
Many 
of the famous cumeos of history are 
out from this stone. 
In olden time* 
the requirements for a high-grade sar­ 
donyx cameo was a black base for hu­ 
mility, a white zone for virtue and a 
layer of red or brown for fearlessness, 
but many of the latter cameos cut in 
tills stone display as many as five dif­ 
ferently colored zones. 
Tho largest 
known sardonyx cameo, a five-layer 
stone, ll! by IG inches, was formerly 
in the possession of Cardinal Car- 
pegna, but is now in the Vatican at 
Rome. 
The famous Salnte Chapelle, 
l l by IS Inches, tile second largest 
sardonyx cameo, was also a five-layer 
stone. 
This cameo, now in the Biblio­ 
theque N a tio n a l at Tarts, was long 
thought to typify the triumph of Jo­ 
seph in Egypt and was regarded as a 
•acred relic. 
Perhaps 
the most 
famous 
stone 
cameo in history was a sardonyx upon 
which Queen Elizabeth’s portrait was 
cut. According to tradition, this cameo 
was set in the famous ring which she 
gave the earl of Essex as a pledge of 
her friendship. 
When sentenced to 
death, Essex sent this ring to his 
cousin, Lady Scroop, to deliver to 
Elizabeth. 
By mistake the messenger 
gave the ring to Lady Scroop’s sister, 
Countess Nottingham, an enemy of the 
earl; the vengeful countess did not de­ 
liver the talismanic ring and in cen­ 
sed lienee the fated earl was executed. 
The Countess Nottingham confessed 
this act of vengeance to Elizabeth 
when the countess was on her death­ 
bed, which, according to tile chron­ 
iclers of Elizabeth’s lits history, so 
infuriated the queen that abe shook 
the dying noblewoman, saying, "God 
may forgive you, but I cannot.” 


Indian** O dd Im m unity 
The American Indian is naturally 
immune ti* searlet fever, believes Dr. 
N. P. Sherwood, of tile University of 
Kansas, who has made an extensive 
study of the disease among Indians. 
Doctor Sherwood bases his conclu­ 
sions on observations made at Haskell 
Institute, at Lawrence, Kin., on ques­ 
tionnaires sent to nearly IOO Indian 
agencies, and on the testimony of 84 
physicians who have had man£ years 


of experience 
In 
treating 
Indians. 
Only 12 of the 84 physicians reported 
ever having found the disease among 
Indians, 6 were In doubt and GG re­ 
ported that they had never observed 
It among their patients. 


Baby, Don*t Suck Thum b 
A nation of bulldog jaws and promi­ 
nent chins were promised America if 
mothers keep the baby’s thumb out of 
his mouth by Dr. W. Stanley Wil­ 
kinson of Melbourne, Victoria, Aus­ 
tralia, at the session of the first in­ 
ternational orthodontic congress. 
“Thumb-sucking, even to a slight de­ 
gree during the first six months of 
life, has a direct inhibiting action on 
the normal growth of tile mandible or 
lower Jaw. During the first six months 
of life we should get a much accel­ 
erated growth of the mandible as op­ 
posed to the maxilla, or upper jaw,” 
she said.
